A pamphlet  on  the  growing  of  dahlias  will  be 
sent  with  order  and  each  bulb  will  be  labeled. 

Plants  are  never  sent  in  place  of  roots.

I GUARANTEE  EVERY  BULB  I sell  to 
have  at  least  one  good  sprouting  eye,  that  will 
produce  a good  plant  under  proper  care,  but  no 
warranty,  as  to  description,  quality  or  product- 
iveness of  bulbs  is  given,  and  I will  not  be  re- 
sponsible, in  any  way,  for  the  crop.  Of  course, 
it  is  to  my  best  interests  to  send  out  stock  wdiich 
is  sure  to  grow  and  prove  true  to  name  and  de-
